BERLIN, MARCH 12 (AP)-NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV DUG DEEP INTO HIS BAG 
OF WISECRACKS ON HIS ONE-WEEK VISIT TO COMMUNIST EAST GERMANY. 
MATSONE OF THE SOVIET PREMIER'S JOKES WERE SHARP, OTHERS GOOD- 

THE TARGET OF HIS FIRST CRACK WAS WEST GERMAN CHANCELLOR KONRAD 
ADENAUER, WHOM HE RATES AMONG HIS HARDEST OPPONENTS. | 

WHILE SCRUTINIZING EAST GERMAN DISPLAYS AT THE LEIPZIG FAIR LAST 
WEEK, KHRUSHCHEV WAS SHOWN A PLASTIC FISHING ROD AND TOLD THAT 
ADENAUER USES A SIMILAR ONE. 

"IT MAY BE, BUT ADENAUER STICKS OUT HIS ROD AT THE WRONG PLACES 
WHERE HE IS ROT GOING TO CATCH ANYTHING," HE SAID. 

EXPLAINING HIS VIEWS ON WESTERN POLICY TOWARD TOWARD THE IRON 
CURTAIN COUNTRIES AT A LEIPZIG WORKERS CONFERENCE, KHRUSHCHEV 
TOOK TO A POPULAR RUSSIAN SAYING: 

"THE HARE WANTED TO SWALLOW THE LION, YET ITS STOMACH WAS 
SIMPLY TOO SMALL." 

AT THE BERLIN OFFICE OF EAST GERMAN PRESIDENT WILHELM PIECK, THE 
SOVIET CHIEF SCOFFED AT NEWSPAPERS WHICH HAD EXPRESSED SKEPTICISM 
WHEN KHRUSHCHEV SAID A TOOTHACHE PREVENTED HIM FROM ACCOMPANYING 
BRITISH PRIME MINISTER MACMILLAN TO KIEV ON MACMILLAN'S RECENT 
VISIT TO RUSSIA. 

"EVEN IF I HAD DIED, THEY WOULD NOT HAVE BELIEVED ME," HE 
COMPLAINED TO PIECK. “THEY WOULD HAVE WRITTEN: HE DID It FOR 
POLITICAL REASONS." 

KHRUSHCHEV HAD FUN AND NO COMPLAINT WHEN SHOWN A BLUE PLASTIC 
BATHTUB AMONG BRITISH EXHIBITS AT THE LEIPZIG SPRING FAIR. 

"THIS IS REAL PROGRESS," HE BEAMED. 

THE BRITISH IMPERIAL CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES LATER GAVE HIM THE TUB. 

WHILE DEALING OUT JOKES ALL AMONG HIS ROUTE, THERE WAS ONE ON THE 
RUSSIAN LEADER--AND HE TOOK IT GOOD-NATUREDLY. 

WITH GROWING INTEREST, KHRUSHCHEV NOTICED AT A LEIPZIG PARTY 
THAT A WEST GERMAN NEWS PHOTOGRAPHER WAS SNAPPING HIS PICTURE EVERY 
TIME HE LIFTED HIS VODKA GLASS. 

THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT HEAD FINALLY CALLED OVER THE PHOTOGRAPHER 
AND PRESSED FOR AN EXPLANATION. 

SLIGHTLY EMBARRASSED, THE PHOTOGRAPHER REPLIED: 


"YOU KNOW, STATESMEN WITH A GLASS IN THEIR HAND LOOK MUCH MORE
